WASHiNOfON, Oct 15.— PaatBiaster 
Cieoeral Waaamaker hSs writtaa a lat- 
ter to PoatuDiist^-r ( Jpneral Ta{jKttrt, of 
Canada, infonuiiig him that t'.ie Loalsi- 
«ua Lottery company has establixhednn 
agency at Toronto and in flooding the 
United States mails with its circulara in 
sealed enveIop>es from that puint. 

The ac t of mailioK, constituting tht< 
offenise, dove not occur within the jnrib- 
dintion of the United States, hence the 
penal caose does not apply. In his letter 
to Mr. Wauamaker, i»e saya: "Lottery 
tickets and lottery circnlara have been 
held by the secretary of the treasury to 
be liable to customs duties. This ruling 
is not InconHistent with treaty stipula- 
tioua, for Article II of the Universal 
Postal Uition, furbidtt the mailing of 
any article fruui one administration of 
the anion to another, which under the 
laws of the country of destination is 
liable to customs duties. Postmasters 
at our exchange ofticee are iuiitructed to 
stamp all mutter Srhich they suspect to 
contain dutiable matter, supposed liable 
t« oostoras duty. At tlie onice of desti- 
natioa they are opened by the addresaes 
ia the prea<H>ce or a cnatom^ oflicer, or 
hia representative, and if found to con- 
tain lottei'V matter, are forfeited under 
tha arovisioaa ef trMutury regulationa."

Captain Dnnham'a flaa to Itaapan the 
Wat.r In tk« rikkrB. 

Chicago. Oct, 15.— To dam Niagara 
has long been BU Ba Wt rt-d one of the 
thinga which haaaaa skill ooald aot 
accompliah. Tat snob is tha aseaaa 
which Captain J. 8. Dnnham. a well 
known reeael uau, woald employ to 
pre lire daeper watatWftjrson tuagrea. 
lakes. 

For sAveeal years the level of th< 
water in the lakes haa been steaiUly fall 
lag, and it ia now fully two feet lower 
than it was eight or nine years a^o. Tht 
water in Cliioago river is down to citv 
datam. or the low^water record Thx» 
atea<ly fall in water has conaliintlv 1«i?d 
ed to leeowi the otugooit of tliu lake 
boata, and Mioy are now 5 to 10 per cent, 
leaa than tiiey were half a dozen yearw 
ago. 

Caotain Dnnham believea the lakeN 
could be treated a't ijreat niilltH)nil;i, ano 
the leeiteninK of the capacity of tlie out 
let would reHult in backinjr up the wat^ i 
which would otherwise go over the fallu. 
His plnn i-> a very simple one. In 
Niaga'-a river below fonawanda, where 
navig.iiiou c:ids, hs <.Tonld dump many 
thouja'id boi^rioada of lartje stoaes. I^ 
niiiilr bt; iliai sunie Bteel structurtt 
could alsi) be extended into the river 
from each side to narrow the channel. 

Tlie result would be to iRssen the out 
flow of water from th»> liike« and there 
by increase the sttige of water at all 
p)ointM. Thn pii)iKised dam would be 
comparativflv int>.\{)eiiiiivo. "The cjues- 
tion is largely au engineering oiie.'' 
Captain Dunham said yesterday, "and 
I wonld like to hear what the United 
Statee engineers ttpuk about it. So far 
aa I con now He<>, tliere io nothing ia tbs 
way of its iM^irisr impracticable,"

Lsvelle aud Hawes were 
held in $5,000 bail each and Ledgerwood 
and Harbine pleaded guilty to the 
okarga of arson.

Wa^hk.oton, Ind., Oct. 1.5.- This city 
Ih undi r;.;oin;; the most exciting and Hen- 
Bntioiiul M oiien in it** history. Detectives 
have been at work for a week on the 
court honsa firS,tBd ttp totMs boor 
have arrested four persoas l uppo ss d to 
be implicated in the inosodiarism. 
Samuel Harbine. a day laborer, living in 
this city, wan arrest«*d Tuesday night, 
charged with cnniplicity iu the burning 
of tlie records. After being arrtwted he 
confuKsed the crime, and implicated 
severnl prominent pwple therein. 

As II remilt t'ouuty Auditor James C. 
Liivelle. logotluT with A. U. Hawes, a 
prominent citizen of Steele townnhip, 
were uxrestrd yesterday and were 
placed in jail; oIho a man by the nanw 
of Baml Ledgerwood. The officers ase 
now 111 jiurjiuil of Miol 
brother ol the auditor. 

Haibiue'e etorv is to the cfTect tbat 
Lavelie employetl him to burn the court 
house, for which he was to re< t n e t")00 
Only f.j of this amount has been pai . 
It is also report*^! that Lodfr^'rwood is 
anxitius to turn state's evidence. He 
claims to have been given a house and 
lot for his part in the nefarious deed. 

Auditor Lavelle's bondsmen, becom 
ing frightened at the turn affaire were 
taking, reciuired him to turn over all his 
property to them, and thia was done yes- 
terday afternoon. He has been andi:i'i' 
of the county nearly eight years, ai d the 
fact that the ptx)ple had confidence m 
him makes \\\» accusation and arrest the 
sensation of the hour. From certain cir- 
cimistances it i^ supposed he is short in 
his acconnts. but no one knows the 
amount. Experts are now at work on 
books. 

Hawe8 lives on a farm of SOO ncrce 
owned by hi^ wife, and is in good cir- 
cnmatancee financially. He is a desper- 
ate character, however, and he wan 
brouf^ht in yesterday at the muzzle of a 
Winchester. 

The city is fall of people from the 
country. Business ia almost suspended 
and everybody is discussing the anest of 
the conspirators. 

The four pnrtiee iu jail were brought 
before Judge Hett'rou yesterday. Lavelie 
and Hawee' bondu were placed at J'l.OUO 
each, and Harbine and Ledgerwood '« at 
$2,000 aach. So far none of them have 
given bond, and thsj have beeBntonifd 
to jail. 

The burning of the court house waa 
attempted one week ago, and a ate- 
matic effort was made to destroy the 
records in the r-;corder'H and auditor's 
department!*, coal o\\ being need to ac- 
celerate the fire. Tlie destruction of 
the records affect«d the titles of nearly 
every landowner in Daviess county, 
and from the start the greatest indi^im- 
tion was manifested toward the perpe- 
trators of this dastardly crime. Threats 
of mob violence are freely made.

also by ex-Governor Knott. 

"Just what steps will be taken to test 
the matter in the court can not now be 
levned; but it is perhaps safe to say 
that no paroles to prisoners in the peni- 
tentiary will be grant«(l by the Sinking 
FpndCommis|ionf|n dturioff the adminis- 
tration of Qciiiiiiior iBtenrn. The act is 
known as the ' Dickerson Parole bill,' 
and was introduced Congressman W. 
W. Dlckenm, thc» • Mkii tanittor, and 
approved by Governor Buckner in May, 
1888. It was first put into oi>eration by 
ibe Sinking Fund Commissioners in Oc- 
tober, 1888, since which time about 1'-'') 
prisonem — many for murder, on life sen- 
tences, and many more for manslaughter, 
on long terms— have been set at liberty 
under the provisions of the bill. 

" (iovernor Brown, when questioned as 
to what course he meant to pursue in the 
matter, said : ' I can't say that I havn 
thought of any course. I take it for, 
granted that eventually the question will 
come up, in some shape or other, for ad- 
jndication. I would be glad to share with 
the Parole fio«rd the responsibility of re- 
leciing fi^it M i^ from the penitaat i a r y, 
lot it is a great responsibility resting on 
th* Governor ; but what I am would like 
t6do Jointly and what I am rwialrad to 
do singly are quite different matters in 
law. I think it is very clear that both 
the old and the new Constitutions meant 
to give the power of setting priaonem at 
liberty solely to the Oovemor."

Wraek af the Despatek. 

Washinoton, Oct. 16.— Acting Secre- 
tary Ramsay, of the navy department, 
received a dispatch yesterday from 
Lieutenant Cowies, of the wreclced 
steamer Despatch, stating that the 
weather is clearing. Lieutenant Cowlee 
haa sent most of his crew to Philadel- 
phia retaining a few to look after the 
clothing of the sailors, much of which 
was saved, and to search the beach for 
what wreckage may come ashore. Th«

n* pro f eoaor'a birthday was made 
the occasion for a demonstration, in a 
mild and amiable sense, uimn the part 
of the Freisinnige party ( Progreesists), 
now known as the ludependents, of 
which section of the (ieman Liberals 
Virchow has alway^ be«l ft rooogldfeed 
parliamentary leader. 

During the course of the day Herr 
Richter, at the head of a deputation of 
the Freisinnige party, presented the pro- 
fessor with a number of gifts.

A delegation of Indiana fhiiDa tbi S,1tO 
Canadian survivors of tho six astiotil«k«- 
rived Tuesday evening.. These iadndo 
John Buck, s chief <n the Onandafoo, 
and a number of Cavnga ehislls. Delega- 
tions from other tribes arritod Wodneo- 
day morning. Hon. W. C. Brjmnt, of 
Buffalo, deUvered the oration. 

The design of the monument is most 
unique, and is said to be after ideas sug- 
cestod by General Eli Parkor, the 
famous Indian member of Gtoaeral 
Grant's staff. R(>d J acket in hia speeches 
frequently comp'ired himself to a olasted 
hemlock tree. 

The monument represents the trunk 
of such a tree from which the limbs 
have been lopped off. It stands on a 
pedestal concaining iiiscribeil tablets, 
and is surrounded by six huge boulaers 
typifying the six nations 

On this spot Red Jacket was bom in 
Jannarr, 1 fbO, his real nume being Sa- 
Go-Ye-W»-Tha, meaning "he keeps 
them awake." Ilia Red Jacket title 
came from his dross. His eminence aa 
the successor of Chief Brant in' the six 
nations, lii* service? to the crown in the 
revolution and te the United States in 
IHl'J, are all recorded in the early his- 
torv' of this reinon. 

Red Jackot's remains lie in Forest 
Lawn cemetery, Buffalo, aad within a 
few weeks a monument will be erected 
ovor hia gravo thore.
